Radio--An Agency For Peace 

The sittings now being held by the Royal Commission on Radio ap- 
pointed by the Dominion Government to study the whole question of brond- 
casting, and make report to the Government as to best policy for Canuda 
to adopt in the national interests of the whole Domin’‘on, is having the 
effect of directing attention from the purely local and entertainment feat- 
ures of this latest of great modern discoveries and causing people to ap- 
preciate more fully the tremendous possibilities of aerial. communication, 
both in a national and international sense, 

While undoubtedly there is a feeling of regret in Canada that, because 
of natural causes, it is much easier for people in Western Canada to “listen 
in” on stations in the Central Western States than it is to “get” stations 
in Eastern Canada, and for Eastern Canadian listeners to receive the pro- 
grammes broadcast from New York, Philadelphia, and other Eastern 
United States cities than it is for them to “tune in” on Western Canadian 
Stations —a condition for which it is hoped the present Radio Commission 
can find some solution, the fact remains that a closer community of 
interest between Canada and the United States, and consequently a still | 
better understanding, is being developed by means of the radio. And com- 
munity of interest and understanding is the greatest of all bulwarks to 
Peace. 

But to many in this country it will come as a welcome surprise to 
learn of the great strides made by radio in Europe and the effect it is 
having in promoting greater understanding among the diverse nationalities 
and languaes of that war-affi'cted continent. It is almost inconceivable that 
within less than eleven years of the signing of the Armistice ending the 
Great War, the radio should be used in Germany and England to teach the 
people, not merely school children but. adults, the French language; that 
international “hook-ups” of Germany, Poland, Austria, Hungary, France, 
and other countries are being regularly carried out, so that people in| 
Paris and Warsaw can listen to German concerts in Berlin and Hamburg, 


and the German people can enjoy the opera in Paris, or a great symphony | 


orchestra in Vienna or Budapest. 

There are some good people in Canada who still retain the old fashioned 
idea that it is unpatriotic, and liable to undermine British institutions in this 
country, if children are taught in our schools to speak and read French, 
jyerman, or any language but English. In entertaining such ideas Canadians 
are far behind the times; they are not nearly so far advanced as they are 
in England and other countries where the learning of foreign languages is 


Measaring Lightning Flash 


No Part Of It Ever Lasts For 
Appreciable Timo 

A lightning flash takes about one- 
seven-thousandth of a second to con, 
plete itself and no part of it lasts 
more than approximately  ono- 
thirty-five-hundredth of a second. 
This is the first time in history that 
the speed of a lightning flash has 
been measured. it has also been prov: 
ed that lightning starts from the 
clouds and the ground at nearly the 
same instant, and approximately one- 
seven-thousandth of a second later 
the two ends unite in mid-air, These 
facts were determined by Dr. C. 0. 
Boys, a British physicist, who has 
been attempting hundreds of photo- 
graphs for the last twenty-six years, 
until a stroke of lightning in New 
York at last gave him this informa 
tion.

Improvements in the 
methods and system of handling the 
grain are, also, constantly discussed 
by the committee on agriculture at

Canadian poultry flocks are esti- 
mated to include about forty million 
hens from which the enormous egg 
production of the country is olbtain- 
ed, By actual test many of these hens 
lay very few eggs or none at all, 
while many others make creditabte 
records by preducing upwards © 
three hundred eggs in a year..Tho

For nine years the Department of 
Agriculture at Ottawa has been op- 
erating 4 policy known as Record of 
Performance for Poultry, whereby 


perform- 


yearly egg laying records have been} 


kept for an increasing number. of 


birds. Since the work began 162,873) 


birds had been trap nested up to the 
end of November, last year. The 
work has been increasing from yea 
to year until 288 flock owners enter 
ed birds last year. This was an in 
crease of thirty-six breeders and 5,- 
893 birds over the previous year. 
The birds when entered are num- 
bered with leg bands, and those that 
lay 150 eggs or over, qualify fo 
Record of Performance certificates, 
those that lay 225 eggs or overt, 
qualify for advanced certificates. In 
either case the eggs must weigh not 
less than two ounces each, and have 
been laid within a twelve month per- 


| fod. Through the distribution of eggs 


and breeding stock from the Record 
of Performance flocks, the egg lay- 
ing qualities of the flocks of the 
country are being built up. The gain 
thus made is regarded as almost 
clear gain because production is in- 
creased without the necessity of in- 
creasing the number of hens kept. 
The report of the Record of Perform- 
ance work carried on by the live 
stock branch of the Department of 
Agriculture, at Ottawa, for last year

A little labor expended in this 
way will save hours of hard work

|Repainting 
Wooden Buildings 


Tt is always good policy to re-paint 
& building before the previous coat 
has fallen into a bad state. If the 
work is done while the old coat is in 
good condition and the same value of 
| paint is used (“value” referring nou 
to color but to the paint’s degree ot 
lightness or darkness), one coat is 
| usually sufficient when a good house 
| paint is employed. 

If, however, the old coat has been 
permitted to fall into a state of dis- 
| repair, it will be necessary, in order 


| tion, to use two and sometimes even 
| three coats of paint. 
| If, owing to the use of a cheap 
ochre primer, or because the pre- 
| Vious painting was applied on damp |

| The best way to remove paint from 
large surfaces is to burn it off with 
|a blow torch, This method consists 
in softening the paint with intense 
heat, generated by the torch, and 
scraping it off. while still hot with a 
metal scraper. It is advisable to em- 
| Ploy an experienced man for this 
| work. 
| After the old coat has been entire- 
ly removed and the surface of the 
wood sand-papered and dusted off in 
the usual way, the building should 
be pdinted in the same manner as 
directed for new wooden buildings. 

Usually an old coat which ts in 
fair condition will merely require 
treatment with a coarse wire brush 
and scraper in order to remove the 
few loose particles adhering to the 
surface, It should then be dustéd off 
and given two coats of paint. 

The first coat is prepared in the 
following manner. If the surface 
seems unusually porous, a half-gal- 
| lon of pure raw linseed oil and a pint 
| of turpentine should be added to each 
| gallon of paint. If the surface is hard 
| and smooth, omit the ofl but add a 
pint of ‘turpentine to a gallon of 
paint. : 
| The second coat of paint should be 
applied as it comes from the can. 
| Both these coats should be applied 
| with the same care as is given to a 
new job and the general directions 
for painting new wooden buildings 
‘should be re-read and followed. 


Staining Shingle Roofs - 


| Use a good shingle stain. 

| Before beginning the work, see 
| that the shingles are dry and clean. 

| As a matter of economy it is bet- 
| ter to dip shingles in~bulk before lay- 
ing them, Dip them in and out as 
quickly as possible and wipe them 
| off by rubbing across a stick covered 
with burlap. Then allow them to 
drain off in a drip trough. They 
should be stained for only about two- 
thirds of their length, Stain the ex- 
posed ends only. 

Paint is best for old, weather- 
beaten shingles,” blackened by age 
and exposure, The priming coat 
should be prepared as directed for 
house painting and should be brushed 
out well with careful attention to the 
ends of the shingles. The second 
and finishing coat should be applied 
as it comes from the can.

: Floor Coverings 


Next to the walls and ceiling, the 
floor presents the largest area in the 
room, and consequently its covering 
should be well thought out and care- 
fully selected. 

The floor, as well as the ceiling, is 
a plane which holds the four walls 
of the room together. While the 
walls form the background for fur- 
nishings, the floor is the foundation. 
A good foundation fs always essen- 
tial to any well-designed decorative 
plan. 

Linoleum floors are attractive, re- 
silient, shock-absorbing, durable, 
warm in winter and cool in summer. 
Waxing linoleum gives it a softer, 
smoother texture and preserves it in- 
definitely. 

For the average room, a rug with 
a plain ground and a neat border, or 
neat all-over pattern of floor cover- 
ing, is more desirable than one with 
a decided pattern. 

Large and bold patterns have a de- 


i} cided tendency to make the room 


look smaller. The patterns are apt 
to jump and as the idea] floor cover- 
ing furnishes the foundation for fur- 
nishings it must be made to keep its 
place on the floor. When there is a 
great deal of furniture, a boldly fig- 
ured floor covering gives a confused 
appearance to the room and destroys 
its restful, harmonious appearance. 

Boldly patterned rugs usually 
come in strong colorings, and this 
also makes them exceedingly difficult 
to fit into a soft, harmonious color 
scheme. 

Figured floer coverings, however, 
have their place. In rooms which are 
sparsely furnished or where the fur- 
niture is of a light and simple type, 
they add to the “furnished” appear- 
ance of the room. That is, they take 
away bareness. In large rooms which 
are sparsely furnished, figured rugs 
are particularly advantageous. 

In dining rooms, it is usually pre- 
ferable to have a figured floor cover- 
ings, as it does not show soil or stain 
so quickly as plain floor coverings. 
In bedrooms where the furniture is 
of a light type, a figured floor cov- 
ering adds to the comfortable appear- 
ance of the room, In sleeping porch- 
es, enclosed porches or breakfast 
rooms, where the furniture is not 
usually plentiful, etther tile effects or 
a bold figured floor covering adds 
greatly to the finished appearance of 
the room. 

It is a wise plan when a highly 
figured floor covering is used to use 
hangings or upholstery material in a 
plain color or in a neat and unobtrus- 
ive all-over pattern, On the other 
hand, if the hangings or upholstery 
is figured, plain floor coverings are 
best. Too many figured patterns in a 
room create the feeling of motion and 
the effect produced lacks restfulness. 
Too many plain surfaces, on the 
other hand, tend to make a room 
look bare and uninteresting. Some 
figured material should be used in 
every room, but it should be balanc- 
ed with a proportionate quantity of 
plain material or surfaces without 
design. 

In selecting a figured pattern, the 
colorings must be considered first. 
For general use, strong or vivid col- 
ors should never be selected, Small 
all-over patterns are, in most cases, 
preferable to large sprawling ones. 
The tone of the floor covering should 
always be deeper than that of the 
walls or furniture, as the ground we 
walk on is always darker than the 
sky or the landscape. Light-colored 
floor coverings are exceedingly diffi- 
cult to fit into a harmonious scheme,

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Laying and Preserving Linoleum 


The ideal method of laying lino- 
leum is to cement it over deadening 
felt paper, which should first be past- 
ed to the floor with any standard 
make of linoleum paste. This over- 
comes bulging and stretching, or 
opening up of seams and cracks 
along the edges. It also prevents wa- 
ter from getting underneath the lino- 
leum and in that way prolongs the 
life of the flooring. 


Linoleum laid in this manner be- 
comes a solid, permanent, elastic 
floor. It cannot bulge or stretch. The 
felt paper foundation absorbs all ex- 
pansion or contraction that may take 
place in the wood floor and makes 
the linoleum more durable. It also al- 
lows the linoleum to be renfoved 
without difficulty or damage should 
the necessity arise, 

The most approved manner of 
treating Iinmoleum has been found to 
be waxing. The wax should be care- 
fully rubbed on and the floor polish- 
ed like hardwood. An _ occasional 
treatment of this kind will keep the 
linoleum in an immaculate condition. 

A damp cloth removes all soil from 
the waxed linoleum and it will be 
found that scrubbing ig entirely un- 
necessary. 

In case there should be obstinate 
marks of soil on waxed linoleum, 
they can be removed with a pad of 
fine steel wool without scratching or 
damaging the linoleum itself. 

Varnishing is best for printed lino- 
leum, as it brightens and preserves 
the original pattern and makes the 
linoleum easier to clean. A coat of 
good varnish or white shellac will 
also preserve cork carpet.

“TO POSTPONE | 
DISCUSSION OF 
NAVAL PROBLEM 


Geneva—Complete agreement has 
been reached by the big five naval 
powers to refrain from detailed ex- 
amination of the naval problem at 
the present session of the prepara- 
tory commission for a disarmament 
conference, it was learned here in 
responsible circles. 


The quéstion of reduction of the 
fleets as a supplement to the Wash- 
ington naval treaty will be adjourn- 
ed to a date which will be left un- 
fixed, Meantime, the five powers 
will continue conversations on the 
naval problem. The form of these 
conversations was understood to be 
not yet determined, but would pre- 
sumably be exchanges of notes be- 
tween the five nations, 


These may possibly develop into a 
meeting of experts from Great Bri- 
tain, the United States, Japan, 
France and Italy. 

The main theme of these conversa- 
tions will be the American sugges- 
tion for agreement on the formula 
for estimating the equivalent ton- 
nage of cruisers, destroyers and sub- 


marines by considering such factors} 


as age, units, displacement and cali- 
bre of guns. 

It was understood that Japan in 
particular, the most distant of the 
five countries from Geneva, wants 
ample time to study the American 
ideas, which are understood to be 
received by the powers’ generally 
with favor.

German Dream Of Draining North 
Sea For Settlement Again 
Proposed 
To restore to iurope the geography ' 
of a half-million years ago, when 
Stone Age cave-men wandered at 
will across broad meadows where the 
tnglish Channel now rolls; to make 
England once more a part of Europe 
in fact as well as in name; to ada 
more than 50,000 square miles of 
fertile farm land to Germany, Hol- 
land, England, and Denmark; to 
lengthen the Rhine, the Elbe, ana 
other rivers by scores of miles, and 
te leave many busy European ports, 
including the great port of Hamburg, | 
a hundred miles or more inland;| 
these are a few of the changes which 
would be brcught about by the most 
ambitious plan of continental remod- 
elling ever suggested by practical en- 
gineers; a scheme recently proposed 
anonymously in a leading Berlin | 
newspaper, and which has attractea| 

much attention among enzineers, 

The plan is to dam and drain the 
larger part of the North Sea _ be- 
tween England, Germany, and Den- 
mark, in much the same way that 
smaller areas have been dyked and 
drained in Holland. 

The southern two-thirds of 
North Sea is seldom over 100 feet 
deep. Running eastward from the 
River Humber on the east coast ot 
England to the northern tip of Den. 
mark is a subsequent cliff, once the 
coast line of Europe when the sea 
was lower than now. The plan is 
to build a dyke along this ancient 
coast line, to place another dyke 
across the English Channel, and to 
pump out the sea water from the 
area thus enclosed. 

Raised double dykes, like levees, 
would carry the Elbe and other riv- 
ers across this lowland to the sea.

winter, with its southern base at 
Summit Lake, 16 miles from Ft. 
George, and a sub-base with stores 
and gasoline at Finlay Forks. 

The ‘plane will carry prospectors 
and miners to any part of the north 
country and its radius will take it 
to the far parts of the Arctic circle. 
A freight service to mines or pros: 
pectors’ camps will also be given. A 
unique detail of the service will be 
the supply of folding Peterborough 
canoes to be carried on the ‘plane 
for the use of prospectors who wish 
to go into country where canoes are 
not available. 

The ‘plane will also be used this 
summer for survey and photo-map- 
ping of the country north of Sifton 
Pass and down the Laird River, Ma- 
jor MacLaren announces. 

“We have been hoping and work- 
ing for an aeroplane service north 
from St. George for nearly four 
years and it is certainly going to be 
a big thing for the mining industry 
there,’ Mr. Woodside said. 

B. F. Lundy, well-known mining 
operator, who, recently bought aj} 
large plane and has been trying it 
out at Vancouver, proposes to start} 
a service from there to Dease Lake | 
country, Mr. Woodside states. This | 
service will start in the near future, | 
and will cut the time of engincers| 
and prospectors by several days.

In France's modern prison at Fres- 
nesles-Rungis, 1250 white-maskea 
| 

prisoners live in absolute _ silence. 
They neither see each other’s faces} 
or hear their voices. From the mo 
ment a metal number is hung arouna 
his neck, the prisoner is required to 
wear a white hood whenever he| 
leaves his cell and he may not speak 
to his fellows. He sees the face ot 
his guard from time to time, but no 
other, unless he is sent to the hospi- 
tal or to the warden for discipline | 
Alone in his cell, he works eight | 
hours a day, but good will and skili 
enable him to reduce the time to sia 
hours and the money he earns en | 
ables him to buy small comforts. The | 
government receives thirty-two cents | 
a day from contractors for each pris: 
oner‘s work and gives from three | 
tenths to half the money to the pris: 
oner. The prisoner never sees the | 
money till he leaves, but half of it is 
placed to his immediate credit for 
his little expenses, Yet in sp'te of all} 
that many criminals ask to be sent | 
here because the solitude entitles | 
them to a reduction of one-fourth 01 | 
their sentence.
